PARIS.  April  16  ^7’i. — Three  American  armies— the 
First.

A total  of  66,191  prisoners  were  counted  Sunday,  most 
of  them  from  the  Ruhr,  where  a German  Panzer  Lehr 
division  which  had  fought  in  Africa  and  Normandy  sur- 
rendered. Equally  surprising  was  the  abrupt  capitulation 
of  tough  German  marines  to  the  Canadians  at  Orocningcn 
Holland’s  fifth  largest  city.

Goebbcis  and  the 
rest  are  dead,  but  only  slight  possibility  that 
such  reports  arc  true-  The  United  Nations 
are  demanding  unconditional  surrender — and 
they  are  abundantly  right  in  that.  But  who 
is  to  make  the  unconditional  surrender’  The 
Nazis  wont.  The  German  High  Command 
cannot  The  German  people,  as  such,  have 
no  voice  It  may  well  be.  as  some  suggest, 
that  the  United  Nations  one  day  may  declare 
the  war  in  Europe  over,  and  what  is  left  the 
task  ot  smoking  guerrillas  out  of  their  last 
holes 

it  must  be  made  clear  on  that  day.  how- 
ever. that  Germany  has  been  beaten,  and  that 
she  had  not  left  to  her  even  the  feeble 
response  of  bluff.  f*or  chat  reason  wc  like 
the  announcement  by  General  Hisenhow'cr 
that  all  of  Germany  w til  be  :on{rolicd  before 
riKre  comes  the  "(.ease  Hire"  in  Europe  It 
IS  the  only  sure  way. 

Tokio  Fire  Raidn 

I Fire  raids  on  the  industrial  section  of 
! 'lokio.  where  much  of  us  war  production 
IS  carried  on.  must  be  driving  home  a sharp 
leuon  on  the  Japanese  people.  Raids  bv  400 
I United  States  heavy  bombers,  which  the 
I Japanese  do  not  appear  able  to  stop,  must 
i he  delivering  telling  blow  s on  the  capital  of 
I the  nation  that  thought  conquest  in  the 
I Pacific  would  be  easy  svhile  the  world  was 
I engaged  elsewhere.  Japan's  dilemma  now  is 
that  the  world's  pre  occupation  elsewhere  is 
graduallv  lessening,  and  soon  there  w’lll  be 
nothing  between  Japan  and  the  full  weight 
I of  retribution. 

I It  IS  known  that  Japan  is  highly  organ- 
ized in  fire  protection,  w here  women  do  most 
of  the  work  above  the  surface  of  the  ground. 
It  has  been  demonsirated.  however,  that 
lokio  will  burn,  and  'Tokio  is  burning 
today  in  a considerable  area  of  its  inHiistnal 
region  Similarly.  m<»M  .Japanese  cities  will 
burn  if  thev  are  set  alight,  as  a number  of 
them  have  been  to  dare  in  the  war.  It  will 
be  only  of  small  comfort  to  the  people  ol 
I'okio  that  somewhere  on  New  Guinea  Jap- 
anese troops  arc  still  fighting:  that  on 

Okinaw'a  artillery  duels  are  being  exchanged: 
or  that  there  are  still  some  .Japanese  fighting 
a lostng  action  in  the  toe  ot  Burma.  Japan 
herself  is  under  attack  and  is  in  the  front  line. 

What  happened  to  (lermany  at  sea.  in  the 
air.  and  now  is  taking  place  upon  land, 
marks  clearly  for  Japan  the  progressive 
nature  of  defeat,  once  defeat  Kls  in.  f'lrst 
she  wilt  be  forced  from  the  seas,  and  that 
has  almost  come  to  pass  Next  she  will  be 
taken  down  compirielv  out  of  the  sky.  and 
the  Allies  are  fast  on  the  way  lo  doing  just 
that.  Finally,  her  main  bodies  will  be 

sought  out  bv  forces  superior  to  themselves, 
or  at  least  their  match.  Disarmed  Japan 
wilt  fall  as  readily  as  anv  other  nation  in  a 
similar  plight  Bombers  over  1 okio  are  a 
significanr  installment  on  account.  1 here 
will  be  much  to  come  yet.
